(AP)-In 
a cavernous hall built for the 
purpose, the Republican party 
will meet Aug. 5 before the

“ The eyes of the world will

Gun and v io lence inspiratio n co ntro ls hav e receiv ed 
majo r public attentio n. Almo st no attentio n has been 
paid to law enfo rcement and judicial pro cedure. 
Gun co ntro l is desirable. 
In adv o cating natio nwide weapo n registratio n no o ne 
is suggesting that Americans surrender their guns to 
autho rities and abando n defense o f their ho mes. 
Ano ther lethal weapo n, the auto mo bile, has been 
registered fo r y ears witho ut much pro test. 
Of co urse, criminals wo n’t register their guns but this 
will furnish law enfo rcement o fficials with ano ther 
justificatio n fo r arrest and pro secutio n. Ano ther law 
enfo rcement weapo n is wo rth while. 
A gun co ntro l law is no t as impo rtant as law 
enfo rcement and it wo n’t eliminate crime but it will help 
fight it. 
Vio lence inspiratio n co ntro l deserv es the careful 
scrutiny o f the media it is getting but its results are much 
less predictably clear. Psy cho lo gists may help put the 
pro blem in its pro per perspectiv e. 
Vio lence o n telev isio n has been co ndemned widely 
and perhaps with justificatio n. The telev isio n pro grams 
co ntaining it o bv io usly are tho se which are mo st po pular 
with v iewers o r it wo uldn’t be necessary to pro test so 
lo udly and po itn an accusing finger so co nsistently . 
Whether American telev isio n v iewers will accept mo re 
sterile fare raises a questio n that isn’t easily answered. 
The Dick Tracy and Little Orphan Annie co mic strips 
hav e been criticized sharply fo r their emphasis o n 
v io lence. 
So me newspaper publishers hav e dispatched them 
summarily with an ev en mo re deadly aim than either 
Dick o r any o f the v io lent pro me characters in Annie. 
May be this is desirable. It might ev en cause peo ple 
again to accept co mic strips, which are funny , but that is 
do ubtful. 
Whether any o f these no strums will deter any 
psy cho ic fro m killing o ther human beings is questio nable. 
The psy cho ic and o ther unbalanced perso ns as well as 
the sane criminal element pro bably alway s will be able to 
lay hands o n a gun o r o ther lethal weapo n and find 
literature so mewhere to inspire them to v io lent behav io r. 
All the present so tri searching and treatment o f 
sy mpto ms furnished the American peo ple with an o utlet 
to ex press their ho rro r, rev ulsio n, so rro w, anguish and 
grief that fo llo wed the senseless killing o f Senato r 
Kennedy . 
This is av luable but it is no t the best metho d to 
reduce crime. 
The best way is to make punishment certain. 
This inv o lv es mo re than superficial law enfo rcement, 
which o ftens refers o nly to activ ities o f peace o fficers, 
but to the co untry ’s judicial sy stem, in all aspects, 
including pro batio n and paro le. 
Judicial refo rm may be necessary to acco mplish the 
go al. 
Punishment need no t be ex cessiv ely harsh, altho ugh 
so me crimes justify it, but it must be certain. 
To day uncertain punishment inv ites crime, which 
gro ws at an alarming rate, taking a terrible to ll in human 
life, human injury and destructio n and co nfiscatio n o f 
pro perty . 
Co urt actio n is slo w and cumberso me and subject to 
many delay s.

In a statement issued with 
the 212-page commission report, 
Johnson

The assassination of Sen. Robert F. Kennedy has 
produced a predictable result -- more hysteria than sound 
judgment. 
Gun and violence inspiration controls have received 
major public attention. Almost no attention has been 
paid to law enforcement and judicial procedure. 
Gun control is desirable. 
In advocating nationwide weapon registration no one 
is suggesting that Americans surrender their guns to 
authorities and abandon defense of their homes. 
Another lethal weapon, the automobile, has been 
registered for years without much protest. 
Of course, criminals won’t register their guns but this 
will furnish law enforcement officials with another 
justification for arrest and prosecution. Another law 
enforcement weapon is worth while. 
A gun control law is not as important as law 
enforcement and it won’t eliminate crime but it will help 
fight it. 
Violence inspiration control deserves the careful 
scrutiny of the media it is getting but its results are much 
less predictably clear. Psychologists may help put the 
problem in its proper perspective. 
Violence on television has been condemned widely 
and perhaps with justification. The television programs 
containing it obviously are those which are most popular 
with viewers or it wouldn’t be necessary to protest so 
loudly and poitn an accusing finger so consistently. 
Whether American television viewers will accept more 
sterile fare raises a question that isn’t easily answered. 
The Dick Tracy and Little Orphan Annie comic strips 
have been criticized 
sharply for their emphasis on 
violence. 
Some newspaper publishers have dispatched them 
summarily with an even more deadly aim than either 
Dick or any of the violent prome characters in Annie. 
Maybe this is desirable. It might even cause people 
again to accept comic strips, which are funny, but that is 
doubtful. 
Whether any of these nostrums will deter any 
psychoic from killing other human beings is questionable. 
The psychoic and other unbalanced persons as well as 
the sane criminal element probably always will be able to 
lay hands on a gun or other lethal weapon and find 
literature somewhere to inspire them to violent behavior. 
All the present soul searching and treatment of 
symptoms furnished the American people with an outlet 
to express their horror, revulsion, sorrow, anguish and 
grief that followed the senseless killing of Senator 
Kennedy. 
This is avluable but it is not the best method to 
reduce crime. 
The best way is to make punishment certain. 
This involves more than superficial law enforcement, 
which oftens refers only to activities of peace officers, 
but to the country’s judicial system, in all aspects, 
including probation and parole. 
Judicial reform may be necessary to accomplish the 
goal. 
Punishment need not be excessively harsh, although 
some crimes justify it, but it must be certain. 
Today uncertain punishment invites crime, which 
grows at an alarming rate, taking a terrible toll in human 
life, human injury and destruction and confiscation of 
property. 
Court action is slow and cumbersome and subject to 
many delays. 
United States supreme court rulings have consistently 
ruled in favor of protecting the rights of criminals 
without any corresponding effort to protect the rights of 
the majority of law abiding, innocent citizens. 
The American jieople should demand a change until 
they get it.

During the past sia years, the incidence of serious crime, 
on the national level, has increased by approximately 5 0 % . There 
is no single or simple answer to this problem. But an important 
factor, in my judgement, has been the direction taken by the U.S- 
Supreme Court since 1957 in the area of criminal law. Tho job of 
law enforcement has been made increasingly mo'e difficult by 
unduly hamce-ing our officers in the investigation of crime. There 
is a need for legislat:ve remedy.
